1917 Coal Production Sets Record 


it at cost to farmers.

More coal was produced <n the United States in 1917 than ever before. 


Records just compiled by the United States geological surveys and the 
anthracite board of information show that, despite decreased labor con- 
ditions. 10.000,000 mo'e tons of anthracite and 42,000,000 tons more of 
bituminous coal were mined ii the year just ended than in 1916. 


Contrary to an erroneous imoicssion, little of this coal has been sent 


to Europe. Altho the complete export figures for last year are not yet 
available, it was estimated yesterday by coal experts that only 13,000,000, 
or about 3 per cent of the entire coal output, was exported. Half of this 
was sent to Canada. 


The iicreas«d coisumption, statisticians fay. is due to the great ex- 


pansion of war .--ir'ustrier.. 
The official figures for total coal production 


for 1917 show 544,000,300 tons, of bituminous. The anthracite figures for 


1917 credit the mines with a [-'eduction of 99,630,000 tons. 


These figures were suoplied by Edward Parker, Director of the anthra- 


cite board of infor-nation, and the United States geological survey. 
The 


total estimates showed, Mr. Parsons, said, that in 1917 the United States 
produced 59 per cent of the coal in the world. The exports of bituminous 
coal in 191" were less thar, in the preceding year. The amount was hardly 
enouch to credit in compariton with the gigantic amount mined.

drink. The prostitute says she would not have fallen had she not 
been "taken advantage of" when she was an innocent tt'irl. The dm ft 
fiend stoutly maintains that a Rood friend induced him to "hit the 
-coke" -with the assurance it would steady his nerves. Without ex- 
ception they hold Ihcrnsi'lves blameless. 


It is true poor human nature is prone, to go astray : that, the down- 


ward path is easier and more ;'.lhtrin»- than the upward; that it is the 
duty of society to make it easy for men—and women—to keep 


• straight and hard for them to go wrong: but when all is said and done 


no man was ever made a drunkard primarily because, of the friendly 
bartender. No thief can lay his downfall, in the last analysis, to evil 
associates. No coke fiend can ley the basic responsibility to the door 
of his -unthinking iriends. 
- - The. weak -joists in our characters are always laid by ourselves. 
None of us can say we were forced to a life of crime. The, instant 
we try to shift the blame for our own weakness to others we are 
-guilty of something far worse 5n the end than the crime we have 
coitunittted—we have lied to ourselves. And that is what we do 


- when-we say another made ns do cvil--we lie to ourselves. 


The man -who tries to shift the responsibility of his wrong acts

oing and a quitter. The harm in all such instances is not so much in 


: : .going astray, we all do that more or less, but in trying to shirk our 


own plain moral responsibility. 
"Wo may make all the excuses we 


please for our own moral lapses, but down in our hearts Ls the burn- 
ing.renlizatiou that the fault is primarily our own. 


It is easy to pick out men who arc continually lying to them- 


selves. They are always whining about, how others led them ink 
temptation: how they Avouldn'l have fallen had it not been for then- 
friends. 
This type of men arc always indulging in self-pity. 
They 


are always trying to lesson the contempt others feel for them by com- 
paring their sins with the greater sins of others. 


It is true others may give us a raw deal. The sins of others arc 


all too often visited on the i-inocc"t. 
Hut that painful fact is no ex- 


cuse for the innocent themselves to start in the path of wrong-doin 
To each of us comes a portion of the burden that sin brings into the. 
world, but we should never lose siju'M of the basic truth that no mai 
ever did wronir for any other valid reason than that he deliberately 
chose to do wrong. 


To refrain from wrong-doing i.iay cost us humiliation, disgrace
